Slain German Envoy 
Honored by Portugal 


LISBON, Portugal, June 8.—(#)— 
The body of Dr. Von Baligand, who 
was shot and killed yesterday by an 
assassin, today lay in state at the 


German legation. 
Four sailors, commanded by a lieu- 


tenant from the cruiser Koenigsberg, 
formed the guard of honor. Members 
of the Portguese cabinet and members 
of the diplomatic corps, calling at the 


legation, filed before the casket to pay 
final tribute. 

The cabinet met in an extraordi- 
nary session today and decided to give 
Dr. Baligand a state funeral tomor- 
row. All public departments, lega- 
tions and warships in the harbor will 
fly flags at half mast. The govern- 
ment suspended all officiai receptions.

POLICEWOMEN HEAR 
JACKSONVILLE OFFICER 


BOSTON, Mass., June 8—(#)— 
The habitual vagrant transient was 
pictured as a menace and the transi- 


ent delinquents on the Mexican and 
Canadian borders were portrayed as 
a serious international problem by 
speakers at the 16th annual confer 
ence of policewomen here today. 

Miss ary Gainey, a mem of 
the women’s bureau of the Washing- 
ton * — said that while the transi- 
ent delinquents on the American bor- 
der, many of them deportees, were a 
problem of international scope, sta- 
tistics and data concerning them were 
lacking. She urged that a study be 
made before the annual gathering of 
delegates, of the International Asso- 
ciation of Policewomen next year. 

Mrs. Grace G. Nesbit, head of the 
policewomen’s bureau of Jacksonville, 
Fla., described the habitual transient 
vagrant as a menace to the stability 
of the community, en a criminal of 
the deepest dye and a disease carrier 
of the worst kind. 

She said there was difficulty in dis- 
criminating between the seasonal 
worker out of employment temporar- 
ily, and the habitual vagrant. The 
seasonal worker, she said, was ‘likely 
to take too much for granted and be- 
come stranded in places where he al- 
ways had been given work. But the 
habitual vagrant, she insisted, was an 
adept in the art of “getting by.” 
Churches, police and city officials, 
she added, were often “ marks” 
for the, latter, who not in uently 
obtain transportation and some- 
times even hotel bills. 

She said that strong group think. 
ing, planning and actin 1 was required 
to cope with the habitual vagrants. 
If they are proteeted from themselves, 
she assert society is safeguarded. 
Police, she added, should not pass va- 
grants from ce to place but should 
move to settle them in who oc- 

tion, — to their ability, 
enforce a program of ical atten- 
tion, and see to it that they do hot 
reproduce their kind. 

Mrs. Nesbit asserted that such 
transients should be segregated as 
dangerous disease carriers to be dealt 
with by prison hospitals so that they 
would not evade medical treatment as 
they evade law and honest work.

BOND LIST SHOWS 
MORE ACTIV

NEW YORK, June 8.—(4)—The 
prospect that June may prove an 
eventful mont‘: in the listed bond mar- 
ket has been enhanced by signs and 
events of the past week. 
The activity during the first week 
of the new month provided some in- 
dications that tended to dissipate 
some of the uncertainty among bond 
men as to whether the price level 
would be raised before the usual dull 
summer period applied the damper, 


Broadened trading in foreign ‘ssues 
and the marked improvement of Unit- 
ed Statets governments were the out- 
standing developments of bond activ- 
ity on the New York Stock Exchange. 
The list as a whole suffered from 
dullness at times but showed con- 
siderably more animation than in 
May. The fir: trend was maintained 
by institutional buying, banks, insur- 
ance companies and corporations are 
reported to be larger purchasers, at- 
tracted by the continuance of easy 
money rates which make bonds a prof- 
itable investment, and the lethargic 
course of the stock market. 


The weekly statement of the federal 
reserve banks showed that the system 
had purchased $14,064,000 of govern- 
ment securities during the week, 
bringing the total amount held to 
543,834,000, the largest in the sys- 
tem's possession, with one exception, 
since January, 1928. This additional 
buying, together with the downward 
revision of the bank’s bill buying rate, 
has lent support to a belief that the 
system is holding to its policy of 
easing credit conditions. 

The reduction of the bill buying 
rate, and two cuts of 1-8 of one per 
cent each in acceptance rates by lead- 
ing dealers in New York and Boston 
were the main factors in the money 
market which lent some stimulus to 
bond buying during the week. The 
federal reserve bank continued its re- 
discount rate at 3 per cent. 


Bond men anticipate credit condi- 
tions being revised sharply this week 
as a result of the treasury financing. 
The offering of $400,000,000 treasury 
certificates at the unusually low rate 
of 2 7-8 per cent may be accompanied 


by further depression in money rates, 


thus providing additional impetus to 
bond trading. The March ‘ treasury 
financing started the bond market on 
its only real spurt of the year. Whet)- 
er the anticipated improvement this 
month if it materializes will be of 
long or short duration is a subjeet of 
speculation. 


Inquiry among bond houses de- 
velops the fact that there has been 
some sign of a better inquiry among 
individual investors, but it is sporadic 
and far from sufficient to prompt a 
definite upturn in prices. This ac- 
counts for the quietness of trading, in 
the domestic list. The fact that brok- 
ers’ loans increased $79,000,000 last 
week in the face of the curtailed ac- 
tivity in stocks, has been attributed 
to borrowings by bond houses with un- 
sold issues on their shelves, ; 

Bond offerings the past week slow- 
ed down, the total of $63,762,500 be- 
ing the fourth smallest week of the 
year, althor eh 36 per cent above the 
last week in May. The reduced vol- 
ume of new issues is ascribed to the 
approach of the $300,000,000 German 
annuity igsue-expected within the next 
week or two. Bankers feel it is es- 
sential that the American share of the 
loan find a ready market.

NEW ORLEANS COTTON 
DECLINES DURING WEK 


NEW ORLEANS, June 8.—(/)— 
While trading has not been particu- 
larly active during the past week in 
the cotton market prices have had fre- 
quent and mostly downward fluetua- 
tions. The weather has been the dom- 
inating influence in the market par- 
ticularly in so far as new crop months 
are concerned and as a generally fa- 
vorable view was taken by traders of 
weather conditions and crop pros- 
pects. There has been at times rather 
free selling of October and later 


months. 

July has been supported by trade 
buying and price fixing and did not 
lose as much for the week as October. 
The net decline for July was 60 points 
whereas the net loss for October was 
72 points. This has resulted in the 
widening of the discount of October 
under July to 122 points as against 
105 on Saturday a week ago. 

While there have been complaints 
of cool nights and overflow of bottom 
lands the general distribution of rain- 
fall and sunshine over the belt has 


been about satisfactory and rather 


bearish sentiments prevailed. The de- 
cline was helped on Saturday by 
weakness in the stock market while 
some buying was encouraged during 
the middle of the week by a sharp 
advance in the price of bar silver. 

While there is naturally consider- 
able curiosity on — gore of acreage 
reduction on definite ideas have yet 
been formed on the subject. One of 
the private authorities on Saturday 
issued a re ort estimating the acreage 
reduction at 3.7 per cent. 

The market will in all probability 
continue to be governed by the weath- 
er and advices as to the condition of 
the crop.

Retail Trading Shows Gain 
As Manufacturing Slackens

NEW YORK, June 8.—(?)—Rttail 
trade was quickened somewhat by ex- 
tremely warm weather during the past 
week, and some improvement in col- 
lections was reported from mercantile 
circles, but the summer slump in 
manufacturing activity appeared to be 
approachii.g with unusual swiftness. 

The United States Steel Corpora- 
tion reduced its mill operations from 
79 1-2 to 75 per cent of capacity, an 
unusually sharp decline, and the in- 


dustry as a whole slackened opera- 
tions tu between 71 and 72 ner cent 
of capacity. A sustaining factor, how- 
ever, was an increasing demand for 
steel pipe for natural gas and oil 
lines. Orders have reached an un- 
precedented volume. Furthermore, 
steel and iron prices were perhaps 
a little steadier. Pig iron sagged, but 
heavy melting steel scrap turned up- 
ward for the first time since Febru- 
ary. It was reported in trade circles, 
however, that the trend of production 
remains decidedly downward, and 
some observer would not be surprised 
to see U. S. Steel at 60 per cent 
of capacity before the expected late 
summer revival sets in. 

Although some automobile manu- 
facturers are maintaining fairly active 
schedules dr ing June, there has been 
a general reduction, which the trade 
expects will become pronounced by 


July. Production is now reported as 


considerably below sales, and there 
appears to |: a desire to get dealers’ 
inventories thoroughly cleaned dut in 
preparation for model changes and the 
seasonal summer slack. Textile, lum- 
ber, and several other branches of in- 
dustry continued to curtail activity. 

_ Although prices for some commodi- 
ties stiffened somewhat, primarily in 
foodstuffs, the commodity price .truc- 
ture continued to present a confusing 
picture. Wheat reached the best Jevels 
since April, but failed to hold its 
gains. Silver again broke sharply, 
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reaching the lowest levels on record, 


with 
cotton mark ts, and trade with a large 
part of the far east, but rallied a lit- 
tle late in the week. 

In addition to silver, sugar and 
rubber sagged to the lowest levels in 
recent years. Refined sugar was cut 
to 4 1-2 cents a pound, the lowest in 
10 years, and several rubber manu- 
faéturers reduced tire prices about 5 
per cent, generally to the lowest levels 
in the history of the tire industry. 
Raw silk also reached a new low. In 
the petroleum industry, production 
gained a little, but prices remained 
firm. 

It was notable, however, that Fi- 
fiance Minister Inquye, of Japan, the 
important industria] nation probably 
most seriously affected by the break 
in commodities, particularly silk and 
silver, was quoted as saying that he 
expected the decline to run its course 
by July. He saw signs that both sil- 
ver and silk prices were reaching bot- 
tom, and predicted improvement in 
cotton textiles, barring a bumper cot- 
ton crop in America. 

Freight car loadings, as reported 
for the latest week, showed a slight 
gain from the previous week, but beld 
at the lowest since 1924. Failures as 
reported for the month of May by 
R. G. Dun & Co., showed a decline 
from April. and were the smallest 
since December, but were abnormally 
high for May. Credit remained plen- 
tiful, reflecting primarily the scant 
demand. Bankers’ acceptance rates 
were reduced to 2 1-4 bid for the 
shorter dates, the lowest in six years.
